The Breeding Boar 
The handling of a herd boar, wheth­ 
er privately or community owned, is 
a problem that demands the most care­ 
ful attention of the person to whom 
the boar’s welfare is entrusted. 
It 
is not unusual for a herd sire to go 
“off-feed” right in the midst of breed­ 
ing season, sometimes as a result of 
the extremely nervous fussy tempera­ 
ment of the boar but 
more 
often 
caused by a faulty method of hand­ 
ling. 
The time that is lost in bring­ 
ing the boar back 
to 
his 
former 
vigorous condition might well be sav­ 
ed by employing the correct methods 
from the start. 


The successful management of the 
sire is dependent quite largely upon 
the location and the condition of his 
quarters, the ration fed 
during the 
breeding period, and the method of 
handling in service. 
The boar’s quarters, which should 
be located at some distance from those 
of the sows, should provide adequate 
protection, plenty of room for exer­ 
cise, and free access to a good supply 
of water. 
The boar should be kept 
aw'ay from the sows at all times ex­ 
cept when mating, after which 
he 
shouM be immediately returned to 
his quarters. 1 This serves to prevent 
continued fretting, which might event­ 
ually cause complete exhaustion, loss 
of appetite and nervousness. 
No one ration can safely he recom­ 
mended for all breeding sires. 
Feed 
the boar what he will eat. 
If he 
frets unduly, nut a barrow or two in 
with him; their eager appetites will 
help to give him the typical “hog a t­ 
titude” at feeding time. 
When his 
appetite is normal, it is well to feed 
a balanced ration such as 40 pounds 
of ground corn, 40 of ground oats, 15 
of wheat middlings, and 5 of tankage 
(OO per cent). 
Sheep. 
Experience has taught 
the 
wise 
shepherd that extra feed for the breed­ 
ing ewe before mating season, brings 
its own reward in a bigger lamb crop 
the following spring. 
By this prac­ 
tice of extra feeding, or “flushing,” 
the 
United 
States 
Department of 
Agriculture has found that it is pos­ 
sible to increase the production of 
lambs by almost 20 per cent. 
For the benefit of farmers in Adams 
County who have been accustomed to 
let the lambs run with the ewes up 
until breeding season, W. D. Connell, 
State College sheep extension special­ 
ist recommends that the lambs 
be 
weaned from one to two months be­ 
fore mating time, so as to give the 
ewes a rest. 
During the rest pe­ 
riod, the ewes should be run on blue­ 
grass or timothy-cYover pasture and 
if the pasture is short, they should 
be fed a “flushing” ration of oats and 
bran, equal parts. 
This not only has 
a tendency to increase the lamb crop, 
but also results in a more uniform 
bunch of lambs, because of the more 
vigorous condition of the ewes at m at­ 


ing tim e. 
Facts About Molting Hens. 


Late summer and early fall is the 


season of molt for the hen that makes 
money for her owner. 
In general, 
the pullet that starts laying not later 
than November and continues her first 
laying period for at least ten months, 
returns the most profit. 
It is a mis­ 
take to consider the early molter in 
the same class with the hen that lays 
until September I or even later be­ 
fore she renews her feathers. 
A pul­ 
let that stops to shed her feathers in 
June or even July, cuts short her period 
of profitable egg production, and she 
should be culled and marketed early 
in July. 
Trap nest records show that good 
hens require from 70 to 90 days for a 
complete molt. 
Average layers, pro­ 
perly fed, should not cease laying for 
a period longer than 50 to OO days, 
since most good hens in the early part 
of the molt will continue laying un­ 
til all the food consumed is required 
to grow' new feathers. 
The older 
and weaker the hen, the slower the 
molt. 
Generally the hen that drops 
a few feathers at a time, replacing 
them one by one, is not as good a 
layer as the hen that seems to drop 
her feathers all at once. 


Early molting can be induced by 
effecting a change in the method of 
feeding such as running out of mash 
for a few days, changing from one 
feed to another, feeding sour milk and 
then sweet milk, or 
feeding 
new 
grains immediately after harvesting. 
Almost any change will check pio- 
duction and cause rapid shedding of 
feathers. 
The forced molt, however. 
is unnatural and the hens as a rule re­ 
quire a longer time to 
grow 
new 
feathers than in a natural molt. 
The 
poultry man who hopes to bring his 
hens into early fall and winter laying 
by this method is often disappointed 
to find them in a second molt in No­ 
vember and December. 
Forcing the 
molt is not ordinarily advisable. 
During the molting period the hen 
should be supplied with feeds contain­ 
ing protein and ash. 
The supply of 
tender, juicy green food 
should 
he 
abundant. 
Oats with sprouts one- 
quarter inch long and milk in 
tho 
form of cottage cheese, are excellent 
and satisfactory 
foods for 
forcing 
feather growth. 
A mash consisting 
of cornmeal, wheat, bran, wheat mi !- 
jdlings, grounds oats and meat scrap, 
I equal parts bv weight, is also a good 
ration for molting hens. 
If milk is 
available at all times, the meat scrap 
is unnecessary. 


The poultryman should 
especially 
guard molting hens from dampness, 
provide them with sanitary, roomy 
quarters, and feed them generously 
and regularly. 
The four-pound hen 
that lays 150 eggs manufactures five 
times her own weight in food. 
Give 
the hens good treatment during the 
molting period.
